MADISON, Wis., Feb. 23.— The ad­ 
jutant has received word from the 
war department at Washington that 
the maneuvers of the regular army

DANCE CONDITION 
AND NOT THEORY 


Rev. Faville Says that It Is 
Universal and Natural 
Means of Exercise; 
Here to Stay 


E ditor Tribune: 
I see th e question of the dance 
will not down though we m inisters 
settle it tim e and again from our 
studies and our pulpits. 
I ask no space to argue my own 
position as given in a recent sermon. 
I leave tim e and fu tu re events to 
furnish argum ents. 
But w ith your 
leave I would like to state my po­ 
sition for th e benefit of those who 
w ere not fo rtu n ate enought to hear 
th e serm on and who have only a 
short excerpt of the serm on to judge 
by. 
My position is this: 
I find that 
norm al hum an beings join motion 
and music. 
This fact has led to the 
dance. 
In some form the dance has 
been and is universal. 
In quite as 
extended visit to other countries, a 
few years since. I found no people 
w ithout th eir dances. 
In my belief, 
the dance is here to stay in some 
form. 
N either the serm ons of ins 
clergy, nor the rules 
of churches, 
nor the ban of (bishops changes the 
fact th a t people dance. 
And in (he 
local question as to the High School, 
the question is not upon the dunce 
itself. 
Parents and 
teachers and 
school officers allow th e pupils cf 
the school to 
dance. 
Nine-tenths 
of the people use It as a recreation 
now .Four-fifths of the parents were 
in favor of it. 
The question is not 
will there be dancing, 
b ut where? 
Personally I recognize 
great evils 
and dangers in the dance as carried 
on today, even by High chool pu­ 
pils. 
I protested 
against excesses. 
B ut my observation and experience 
has been th at people who have low 
down dances, would have low down 
recreation, no m atter w hat form it 
took. 
And It seemed 
to me th at 
parents and teachers and school of­ 
ficers have some responsibility for 
th is p art of the life of our yftoRth, 
and th at concerted action v o u i do 
away w ith its evil and 
dangerous j 
features. 
I have found 
th a t no! 
am usem ent which people 
enjoy is 
wholly devoid 
of 
tem ptation, and 
th a t everything can be abased. And 
in the discussion of the dance I have 
not seen a suggestion as to w hat I 
would be better, all things consid­ 
ered. 
I have a strong 
conviction 
th at the C hristian attitude is not de­ 
nunciation or 
renunciation, but a 
rig h t use of 
this 
recreation, and 
th a t none of us can throw off all 
responsibility in the m atter. 
And I have a feeling, Mr. E ditor, 
th a t had my brethren of the cloth, 
heard 
the 
entire 
serm on, 
they 
would have found It so sane and 
m oderate and C hristian in Its tone, 
th a t they would have w anted it in 
tra c t form to* present to th e chool 
board and distribute in th eir church- j 
es. 
I mav, however, be too optim is- j 
tic upon this point. 
In any ev^nt, I 
w e face a condition and not a the­ 
ory
